I recommend purchasing water treatment chemicals for the Filtration 
Plant from the following vendors: 

Bid No. 617 - Pebble Lime 

Marblehead Lime Co. and Mississippi Lime Co. 

Divide our purchases between these two bidders. It has long been 
our policy to maintain two sources of supply for pebble lime. In 
the event one supplier experiences labor or production problems, 
the other supplier can maintain our requirements. 

The available calcium oxide (CaO) content of Black River Mining 
Co. (lowest bidder) is 88-90 percent. An available calcium oxide 
content of less than 90 percent is considered poor quality lime. 

The available calcium oxide content for both Marblehead Lime Co. 
and Mississippi Lime Co. will average between 92-96 percent. 
Technical data sheets from all three of the lime companies are 
attached along with an analysis of lime samples performed by the 
Filtration Plant laboratory.
